The beau- 
ty of the State cents is particularly noticable, in the whole collection, there being a 
great preponderence of uncirculated pieces, and amongst them all scarcely one 
that may not properly be call fine. It will also be noticed that in the most exten- 
sive series, for instance the Connecticut and New Jersey, there are few duplicates, 
if any. A feeble attempt has been made, in a few instances, to distinguish varieties ;

first landing. The specimen under consideration is 
from the celebrated Numismatic collection of Mr. 
Hollis, and is probably the very earliest coin designed 
in any manner for America. It was long considered 
unique; but another has been recently discovered, and. 
is now in the collection of C. I. Bushnell, Esq. A third 
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one is said to exist in a museum in Bermuda; but the 
statement is probably made without authority. The 
coin is of copper, in good condition, and cost Mr. 
Mickley a larger sum than any other piece in his col- 
lection, the Baltimore Penny alone excepted. It will 
be observed that Smith, as well as Ruding and Aker- 
man, who probably followed his authority, are in 
error in stating the piece to be of brass. It will be 
found figured and described in Dickeson, Plate VI. 
and page 58.

It is mentioned by many English and Ameri- 
can writers on numismatics, all of whom agree in 
stating it to be unique. Purchased several years ago 
by Mr. Mickley, at an English sale, at a price very 
little under £100 in gold; a sum compared with 
which, at that period, the price paid for any American 
coin was but a trifle. In the finest possible condition, 
having never been in circulation.
